Commission agrees to relocate DHR to Enterprise 


In a meeting that continued from 
an adjournment two weeks ago, the 
Coffee County Commission voted to 
deed lane adjacent to the new health 
facility in Enterprise to the Depart- 
ment of Human Resources. 

Appearing before the commission 
on the behalf of the State Commis- 
sioner of Human Resources, Andrew 
Hornsby, were Bill Barnes and San- 
dra Porter. They informed the com- 
mission that the State DHR would 
build a new building at no expense 
to the county if they would agree to 
the site in Enterprise. 

Barnes stated that approximately 
75-80% of the county's DHR clients 
were located in the Enterprise area; 
therefore, it would be more feasible 
to build a new facility in Enterprise 
rather than back in Elba. 

Commission Chairman Eagerton 
told the body that FEMA would allo- 
cate funds toward a new building in 
the amount of 80% of the DSR (Dis- 
aster Survey Report). 

It was estimated that that figure 
could be in the neighborhood of 
$85,000 depending on the final DSR 
figure. 

When asked what size the build- 
ing would be, Barnes responded, 
“Approximately 12,000 square feet.” 

Eagerton stated that he was cer- 
tainly in favor of a new facility com- 
bining all the different agencies 
within DHR. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose 
voiced his opposition, not to the 
building of a new facility, but to the 
moving of DHR to Enterprise. 

He stated that, “Logically, it's the 
thing to do, but we are dealing with 
a Situation that transcends logic. Ata 


time when Elba is struggling to sur- 
vive and comeback from the flood, 
we are nailing one more nail in the 
coffin! I'd much rather see it (DHR) 
remain in Elba instead of relocat- 
ing. 

Dubose asked Barnes that they re- 
consider and build on available prop- 
erty in Elba. 

He, Dubose, stated that he was 
thinking of Coffee County, not just 
Elba. “If Elba ceases to prosper and 
thrive, it will effect all Coffee 
County and not just Elba, "he said. 

Commission Robert Stephen's 
question, "Would the DHR accept a 
free building in Elba?", didn't get 
much response from the body. 

Chairman Bill Eagerton made the 
motion that the county deed the land 
adjourning the health department to 
DHR so that an architect can be ob- 
tained and construction can begin at 
the earliest date. 

Eagerton stated, "That after stud- 
ying all the facts , I feel that this is 
what's best for Coffee County in the 
long run. I certainly don't want to do 
anything to hurt Elba - that's not my 
intentions. 

Voting for the motion were: Com- 
missioners Sid Averett, Damascus 
Crittenden, Eugene Bradley, Bill 
Faulk and Billy Eagerton. Voting 
against were: Jim Dubose and Rob- 
ert Stephens. 

John Bnm, county computer pro- 
grammer, informed the commission 
that the new IBM Risk 6000 that the 
county voted to purchase at the last 
meeting will not be delivered until 
September. 

The commission was told that 
there was a legal problem with the 


Councilman Britt Lee resigns from New 
Brockton City Council effective May 15th 


New Brockton City Councilman 
Britt Lee resigned as councilman at 
Monday night's regular council 
meeting. 

Lee was elected to the council in 
the last city election and has served 
as councilman for the past eighteen 
months, 

In a prepared statement of resig- 
nation, Councilman Lee expressed to 
the council his appreciation for the 
inanner inwhich they have worked 
with him in getting things done for 
the people of New Brockton. 

He said even though things have 
not always gone smoothly, that he 
appreciated the way the council con- 
tinued working trying to solve city 
problems. 


Lee told the council that his rea- 
son for resigning was due to the op- 
portunity for advancement that had 
offered to him in his job. 

The federal government has of- 
fered him a promotion which will re- 
quire his leaving New Brockton for a 
period of time and going to Germa- 
ny. 

"I've learned to love the town of 
New Brockton and the people of 
New Brockton," Lee said. "There's a 
special people in New Brockton!" 

Lee told the other councilmen and 
Mayor that he would continue to be 
interested in New Brockton and its 
endeavors. "I'll be very much in- 
volved in city government when I re- 
turn,” Lee said.

county accepting a “loaner unit" un- 
til the new unit arrives; therefore, 
Commission Chairman Eagerton rec- 
ommended to them that a less expen- 
sive computer be purchased at a cost 
of $10,000. This will allow the 
county to continue to update the 
present system without any interrup- 
tion, 

IBM will buy back this unit at 
80% of the purchase price when the 
6000 is delivered in September. 

Eagerton told the commission 
that he had been told that FEMA 
would most likely pay 85% of the 
county's portion of the remaining 
20%. 

The commission agreed to buy 
the unit. 

County Engineer Mark Pool re- 
viewed the county road condition 
with the commission. Fourteen of 
the county's roads remain closed at 
this time. 

Commissioner Dubose stated that 
he wanted to go on record as to re- 
questing that priority be given to the 
repairing or rebuilding of County 
Roads 19, 20 and 62. These roads 
were heavily damaged during the re- 
pair of the Elba levee due to the fact 
that the Army Corps of Engineers 
was hauling clay over these roads. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
asked that the board of registrars 
provide a time and place in Elba for 
voters to re-identify. 

The commission agreed and Ea- 
gertin asked that Stephens get with 
the board of registrars on arranging 
for that to be done. 

In other business matters resolved 
by the commission included the fol- 
lowing: 


Lee's resignation becomes effec- 
tive May 15, 1990. 
Mayor Jim Driskell informed the 


council that the city's insurance cov- 
ered expires May 30 and that some 
action will have to be taken prior to 
that date. 

He stated that a proposal for insu- 
rance coverage would be presented 
to the city from the League of Mu: 
nicipalities by May 15, 

John Witherington of Cox & As- 
sociates Insurance from Troy pre- 
sented an insurance proposal to the 
council for their consideration in 
Monday evening's meeting. 

The insurance program presented 
to the council by Mr. Witherington 
was equal to or better than the city's 


j present coverage. 


Additional coverage offered in 


© Witheringion's proposal, presently 


not in the city's plan, was public offi- 
cers liability, errors and omission 
and law enforcement personne! lia- 
bility, error and omission coverage. 

The increase to the city would be 
only $192 annually more than is 
presently being paid. 

If the above liability coverage is 
omitted, there would be a $3355.00 
savings to the city over the present 
plan. 
The council asked that they be al- 
lowed to study the proposal along 
with the League's and make a deci- 
sion at the next council meeting. 

Lenwood Herron, administrator 
for Southern Research Center Incor- 
porated, presented the council an ap- 
plication to ADECA (Alabama De- 
partment of Economic and 
Community Affairs) for a grant to be 
used in preparing a Comprehensive 
Plan on land development within the 
city. 

The grant will provide funds to 
prepare a plan to develop regula- 
tions, zoning ordinances, etc in con- 
nection with land development. 

The council voted to give Mayor 
Driskell authorization to sign the ap- 
plication and for the city to pay for 
the study preparation. These funds 
will be reimbursed once the grant is 
approved. 

City Attomey Kenneth Fuller's 
letter of resignation was read and ac- 
cepted by the council; also, Joe Saw- 
yer was hired as the city attorney re- 
placing Fuller. 

Sawyer, who was in attendance at 
the meeting, told the council that he 
was looking forward to serving the 
City of New Brockton. Mr. Sawyer 
is originally from New Brockton.

The vote to purchase of the land 
was made with the reservation that 
soil test, etc. will not reveal any 
problems with the construction or 
maintenance of a school complex on 
the land. 

The property is located North of 
the Opp Highway, near the end of 
the four-lane portion of Highway 84. 
Part of the proposal is for the school 
to acquire right-of-way access to 
Taylor Mill Road near the Elba 
Country Club. This will afford the 
schools entrances and exits in more 
than one direction. 

According to school board mem- 
bers, the property will be purchased 
at a cost of $1,000 per acre. 

The proposed new complex, or 
“school park” will include all the 
necessary schools, superintendent's 
office, gymnasiums and other athlet- 
ic facilities including football, base- 
ball and track fields. 

In other action the board voted to 
hire Cannon & Vaughan to act as at- 
torney in preparing the deeds and se- 
curing title checks on the new school 
property. 

A number of architectial firms ap- 


peared before the school board offer- 
ing to design the new facilities. No 
decision was made and the board 
will meet next week to hear other 
proposals before making a decision. 

The board approved a request 
from Mrs. Sue Adkison to pay for 
her to attend a calculus workshop. 

In an informal discussion during a 
break in the board meeting, Chair- 
man G. A. Lindsey and Superinten- 
dent Lamar Foley noted that air con- 
ditioners would be installed in al! the 
trailers as fast as they can be se- 
cured, 

Foley said several units came in 
this week and that by the time school 
resumes in the fall, all the temporary 
classrooms will be air conditioned,

Flood prevention study 
on Pea River by Feds 


United States Senator Richard 
Shelby was in formed May 2 by Sen- 
ator Quentin Burdick, Chairman of 
the Committee on Environment and 
Public Works, that the full Commit- 
tee had approved a resolution sub- 
mitted by Senator Shelby for consid- 
eration that authorizes the Corps of 
Engineers to conduct a study of 
flood control problems and other re- 
lated water resources issues in the 
Pea River Basin, Alabama. 

When funds are appropriated, the 
first year of the study, known as the 
reconnaissance stage, will be accom- 
plished at full federal expense. Fur- 
ther study leading to the preparation 
of a feasibility report and approval 
by the Chief Engineers for project 
construction would be cost shared 
50/S0 with local sponsors. 

On March 26, 1990, Senator Shel- 
by and Senator Howell Helfin met in 
Senator Shelby's office with Robert 
Page, Assistant Secretary of the 
Army Corps of Engineers for Civil 
Works, and Dan A. Mauldin, Deputy 
Director of Civil Works, U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, to discuss 
whether or not a watershed on the 
upper Pea River would have prevent- 
ed the deadly flooding that devastat- 
ed southeast Alabama in March. 
Both Corps of Engineers officials in- 
dicated that only a preliminary study 
had been completed regarding the 
watershed issue, Further, the Corps 
officials indicated that the initial re- 
sults of the study were inconclusive 
as to whether or not a dam located 
near Ariton on the Pea River would 
have prevented the devastation to 
southeast Alabama from recent 
flooding. 

At the meeting, Senators Shelby 
and Heflin requested that stress 
points at the levees at Elba and Ge- 


neva be evaluated and strengthened. 
Secretary Page told the senators that 
the Corps of Engineers must receive 
authorization to undertake a detailed 
study to determine the feasibility of 
such improvements. By obtaining 
the Environment and Public Works 
Committee's assurance that a Com- 
mittee Resolution authorizing funds 
for the study has been improved, 
Senator Shelby has initiated a legis- 
lation response to this problem. 

"If the devastating flood of last 
March is any indication of what can 
happen in the future, it is imperative 
that we insure the safety of the lev- 
ees, The time has come to seriously 
consider improved flood prevention 
measures," commented Senator 
Shelby.

CRENSHAW VOTERS

*The County Governing Body of Crenshaw County is composed of 
five County Commissioners and a Probate Judge, the latter sitting 
as ex-officio chairman. 

Crenshaw County has a centralized system of highway admininis- 
tration known as the Unit System. Under the Unit System, the func- 
tions of planning, purchasing, construction, and maintenance to the 
county road system, in varying'degrees, are administered on the © 
basis of the county as a whole. The Commissioners determine the 
road policy, set priorities, and exercise its authority through the 
County Engineer. The County Engineer may employ, supervise, 
and direct the employees necessary to maintain and construct the 
county public roads and bridges; subject to the approval and super- 
vision of the County Commissioners.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR COUNTY COMMISSIONERS ARE AS

»~ To examine and audit the accounts of all officers having the 
care, management, collection and disbursement of money 
belonging to the county or appropriated for its use and benefits. 

»~ To establish public parks. 

» To establish industrial parks. 

» To provide ambulance service within the county. 

»~ To make loans in anticipation of taxes, 

»~ To acquire through the issuance of revenue bonds and to lease 
projects for purposes of industrial development. 

» To establish, change, or discontinue public roads, causeways, 
bridges, and ferries within the county, except as otherwise 
provided by law. Similary, the County Commissioners have 
jurisidiction over the maintenance and improvement of the 
established road system.

More of Coffee County's offices are on the move 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session at Enterprise 
Monday morning and voted to 
amend the minutes of the last meet- 
ing. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
made a motion that the action taken 
by the commission to donate land 
adjacent to the health department to 
the DHR (Department of Human Re- 
sources) be deleted from the min- 
utes. 

The purpose of the land was to 
build a new facility funded totally by 
the State of Alabama to house DHR 
offices and the Food Stamp Pro- 
gram's offices. 

Stephens stated that it had been 
the policy of the commission, in the 
past, not to take action on matters 
brought before the body without be- 
ing on the agenda. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated that he didn’t think that 
the commission did anything wrong, 
but this had been the policy in the 
past and that it was a good one. 

In a vote of 4 to 2, the motion to 
amend the minutes carried. Commis- 
sioners voting for were: Stephens, 
Jim Dubose, Damascus Crittenden 
and Eagerton. Commissioners Bill 
Faulk and Sid Averett voted against 
the motion. Commissioner Eugene 
Bradley was not present. 

Later in the meeting, the land do- 
nation question surfaced once again 
when Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
made the motion to donate the land 
adjacent to the new health facility in 
Enterprise to DHR to erect a new 
building. - 

Eagerton told the commission 
that he had committed to the human 
resource people that, if they would 
build Coffee County a building at no 
charge to the county, he, for one, 
would vote to give them the property 
wherever the statistics showed they 
needed to locate the building. 

"I'm going to live up to my 
word," said Eagerton. 

The statistics, according to Eager- 
ton, show that 70% to 80% of all the 
services provided under DHR are 
provided to the Enterprise Division, 
which includes New Brockton and 
the surrounding area. 

"I wouldn't do anything to hurt 
Elba, but due to these statistics and 
the fact that I've given my word, I'm 
going to make the motion that we 
build this building and we deed this 
property back just like we had said, 
out next to the heath department on 
Highway 167 and 48. And, we do 
whatever is necessary to build this 
building for Coffee County. 1 make 
that in the form of a motion,” said 

Eagerton. 

After seconding the motion, 
Commissioner Crittenden _ stated 
that in a meeting with DHR State 


Commissioner Andrew Hornsby 
that he, Hormsby, had indicated that 
they preferred the Enterprise loca- 
tion. 

"I feel that it should be their 
call," said Crittenden, "but, if they 
are willing to put it in Elba, I'll sup- 
port that just as much as I support 
putting it over here." 

Commissioner Jim Dubose, who 
along with Commissioners Critten- 
den and Stephens went to Mont- 
gomery and met with Commission- 
er Hornsby, told the commission 
that "this thing is not cut and 
dried.” 

They were told by Hornsby that 
the Enterprise location was not the 
only one that would be considered 
if there were other sites available. 

He told them that the DHR 
would look at other possible loca- 
tion including Elba if the commis- 
sion so desired for them to do so. 

However, he did express the fact 
that the land adjacent to the health 
building would be an ideal situation 
because, in many circumstances, 
the two departments involved many 
of the same clients. ; 

Dubose told the commission, 
"All that I'm asking is that we don't 
cut this thing off at the knees!" 

"Statistics aren't worth a damn,” 
he said, "If that's to strong - I'm sor- 


"If statistics are the case, we 
need to go to Montgomery and 
work on getting the state capital 
moved to Birmingham where the 
majority of the people are," stated 
Dubose. 

Dubose asked that the commis- 
sion offer two sites, the one in En- 
terprise and one in Elba on the east 
side of town out of the flood zone, 
and let the State DHR decide. 

He further asked that they, the 
commission, go on record as rec- 
ommending the Elba site to the 
DHR because of the town's struggle 
to come back from devastation. 

"This is what's best for Coffee 
County,” said Dubose. 

Continuing, he said, "If we cut 
this thing off and if Elba doesn't 
come back from this thing - there's 
going to be a market that the mer- 
chants of Enterprise have come to 
depend on that's going to dry up 
and there's going to be a backlash I 
promise you - this is not a threat - 
this is a promise!" 

"As good as the City of Enter- 
prise has been to Elba, if this thing 
is moved from Elba," Dubose stat- 
ed, "the citizens will begin shop- 
ping elsewhere.” 

"Men, all I ask is that we do 
what is best for Coffee County and 
again, this is not pie in the sky - 
this is fact. What's best for Coffee 
County is that Elba recover from

told that no tornado was indicated on 
cadar in the Basin area. 

Witnesses in the community ob- 
served a funnel cloud in the vicinity 
of the damaged areas and others re- 
portedly stated that the damaged 
they observed certainly indication 
that a tornado had touched down.

"If we don't do this and Elba 
Starts drifting away - then we're go- 
ing to hurt," Dubose continued, 
“the folks in Enterprise will have to 
start shouldering a larger percent- 
age of the tax responsibility be- 
cause there's going to be fewer dol- 
lars spent in Enterprise." 

During the discussion, Commis- 
sioner Averett asked if Elba's survi- 
val depended on this building.

Commissioner Faulk expressed 
concern that any delay might cost 
the county a new facility. He said 
that Coffee County had been 
moved ahead of other counties on 
the list of priorities and that the 
commission needs to proceed with 
the original plans. 


Commissioner Stephens told the 
commission, "I'm personally  in- 
volved in Elba. We had 132 busi- 
nesses in Elba - 120 of them 
washed away! We were flat on our 
face in the mud... we were about up 
on our hands and knees and for 
someone to kick me in the butt 
when I'm like that - I don't appre- 
ciate it! Especially when you don't 
know that you're going to get 
kicked in the butt.” 

Stephens was making reference 
to the fact that he didn't have any 
prior knowledge that this matter 
was going to come up until the last 
meeting. He expressed concern and 
disappointment that he was not in- 
formed by the other commissioners 
who were aware of the whole situa- 
tion. 

After much discussion, the com- 
mission voted 4 to 2 in favor of Ea- 
gerton's motion to deed the land ad- 
Jacent to the health building to the 
DHR. 


Commissions Dubose and Ste- 
phens opposed the motion while 
Commissioners Eagerton, Averett, 
Crittenden and Faulk voted in the 
affirmative. 

In a 5 to 1 decision, the com- 
mission voted to construct a build- 
ing in New Brockton in the farm 
center complex and move the 
Board of Registrars and Veterans 
Affairs offices from Enterprise to 
the new facility. 

The motion was made by Com- 
mission Chairman Eagerton. 

Dubose cast the lone nay vote! 

Eagerton also made the motion 
that the commission offices be 
moved into the Food Stamp offices 
in the county complex in New 
Brockton once they are moved to 
the new DHR facility when ready. 

He further asked that the com- 
mission request local legislation to 
allow all the commission meetings 
to be held in New Brockton office 
once it is established.

The Elba City Council Monday 
night rejected all bids received on 
the proposed repairs to the Beaver 
Dam Creek bridge on Caroline 
Street. They were much higher than 
expected and were higher than 
FEMA estimated and agreed to fund. 

Mayor Fred Moore announced 
they would contact the federal au- 
thorities and see if they would recon- 
sider their estimate. 

The council voted to apply for a 
Community , Development Block 
Grant for Dorsey Trailers.
